New Rates Go into Effect 
When Water System 
Opens Operations 


An ordinance designed to care 
for all matters in regard to charges 
for service from the new Pahokee 
waterworks system was passed by 
the town council of Pahokee last 
Friday night. The ordinance 
Which sets up new rates for all 
charges appears in full elsewhere 
in this issue of The Everglades | 
News. 


The rates vary In instances where 
the size of service varies. Forin- 
stance the minimum monthly 
charges for dwellings not occupied 
by more than four families are as 
follows: Half inch servic: 
thly allowances, 2,000 gallons, 
minimum charge $200. Three 
‘fourths inch service, monthly al- 
lowance, 3,000 gallons, minimum 
charge $3.00. One inch service, 
monthly allowance, 4,000 gallons, 
minimum charge $4.00. 
For large services the minimum 
| charge is $1.00 more for each one- 
fourth inch increase in size of 
service, the monthly allowance of 
| water being 1,000 gallons of water 
| for each dollar of minimum charg 
|For dwellings occupied by more 
than four families, and for me: 
cantile, commerc:4l, industrial and 
other services han ordinary 
dwellings, the monthiy charges and y 
allowances therefor, are to be one- 
half more than the foregoing 
tabulation 

All waterworks bijis are to be 
considered net, and due within ten 
days from date of billing. If bills 
are not paid within ten days a 
delinquency fee of two percent of 
the amount of the Ņjils, the minm-
